"Four  long  years  have  slipped  right  by 
Since  first  we  entered  Goldsboro  High 
We  were  physically  small  and  mentally  weak, 
Our  future  in  high  school,  we  were  out  to  seek!" 

The  train  pulled  into  the  station  at  G.H.S.  on  September  18th,  1946,  to  let  off  186  passengers,  all  of  whom  were  to  make  up 
the  freshman  class  and  become  a  part  of  the  student  body  of  Goldsboro  High  School.  Perhaps  it  was  the  sudden  jerk  of  the 
stopping  train  that  left  us  all  shaking  like  leaves,  but  scared  cr  not,  this  was  it!!! 

There  was  not  a  big  crowd  to  meet  us  at  the  station  that  day,  no,  just  172  seniors,  142  juniors  and  133  sophomores,  which 
together  made  447  pairs  of  eyes  staring  us  straight  in  the  face.  If  ever  we  needed  leaders  it  was  now,  so  we  lost  no  time  in 
electing  Peggy  Ann  Britt  to  serve  as  our  first  president.  Along  with  her  we  chose  Paul  Pittman,  vice-president;  Barbara  Rus- 
sell, secretary;  Jack  Borden,  treasurer;  Peggy  Malpass  and  Jimmy  Shumate,  cheerleaders,  and  Adaline  Vann,  parliamentarian. 
Mrs.  B.  W.  Cox  and  Mrs.  Britt  Davis  Griffin  were  our  advisors.  After  receiving  our  inherited  colors,  lavender  and  white  we 
choose  to  go  along  with  it  the  iris  as  our  class  flower.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  also  adopted  a  class  song  and 
constitution. 

We  managed  to  come  out  of  Freshman  Week  alive  only  to  find  that  we  had  31c  in  the  treasury  and  owed  exactly  80c.

The  results  of  the  election  for  the  next  year  were:  President,  Gene  Roberts;  Vice-President,  Kenneth  Allen;  Secretary, 
Alyene  Rollins;  Treasurer,  Bud  Wallace,  Cheerleaders,  Julia  Manly  and  Jimmy  Thomas;  and  Parliamentarian,  Eddie  Mitchell. 
Our  advisors  were  to  be  Miss  Ina  Mixon  and  Miss  Geraldine  Jones. 

For  the  first  time  since  our  arrival  we  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  and  murmured  "Whew!  one  down  and  three  to  go." 

"Silly  Sophomore"  was  now  our  name. 
And  we  were  quite  the  stuff, 
Yet,  we  trembled  at  the  sight 
Of  those  seniors,  big  and  rough." 
During  the  summer  we  could  hardly  wait  to  return  to  school  and  get  busy  on  our  most  exciting  event  of  all — Yep,  we  were 
in  charge  of  Freshman  Week  and  it  did  our  hearts  good  to  see  those  "Green  Freshmen"  suffer  as  we  once  had. 
As  usual  we  were  confronted  with  the  money  problem  and  so  decided  to  sponsor  a  Stationery  Drive. 
It  was  a  success  and  we  were  again  able  to  get  out  of  the  dumps. 
In  keeping  with  the  school's  customs  we  presented  the  Easter  program  that  year. 

Our  thoughts  then  turned  to  the  social  world  and  we  shall  never  forget  that  wonderful  "S.O.S."  Social  or  the  picnic  at 
Camp  Tuscoroa.

Jack  Borden  stepped  into  the  limelight  as  president  assisted  by  Barbara  Anderson,  vice-president;  Peggy  Pitt- 
man,  secretary;  Jimmy  Shumate,  treasurer;  Barbara  Harrell  and  Walter  Culberth,  cheerleaders;  and  Miss  Eleanor  Simpson  and 
Miss  Sara  Alexander  were  to  be  our  advisors. 

Again  we  wiped  our  brows  with  relief — only  this  time  we  were  half  way.

We  could  get  anything  done." 
For  years  it  had  been  the  custom  of  the  Junior  class  to  sponsor  the  Curtis  Magazine  Drive  but  this  year,  in  order  to  pur- 
chase new  drapes  for  the  auditorium,  the  drive  was  successfully  turned  into  a  school  wide  project. 

Realizing  ahead  that  money  would  be  needed  for  the  Junior-Senior  we  sponsored  a  Christmas  Dance,  thus  raising  our 
treasurer's  report  considerably. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Goldmasquers,  we  gave  the  long  remembered  class  play,  "The  Willow  and  I."  This  being  the 
highlight  of  Junior  Week. 

Then  came  the  day  of  all  days  when  we  ordered  our  rings. 

Our  hearts  swell  with  pride  when  we  recall  the  "Swankiest"  Junior-Senior  ever  to  be  given.  How  could  we  ever  forget, 
"Club  Fantasia"  in  blinking  neon  lights  or  the  theme  "Musical  Fantica."  Yes,  that  Junior-Senior  was  quite  an  affair. 

We  elected  Bobby  Watson  as  our  last  president,  Janet  Cook,  vice-president;  Betty  Barbee,  secretary;  Carlie  Hinnant, 
treasurer;  and  Lib  Smith  and  Bobby  Darden,  cheerleaders.    Miss  Agnes  Rudisill  was  our  advisor. 

"Our  days  in  high  school  were  almost  done, 

Though  friends  and  tasks  we  all  had  won — 

Four  happy  years  we  had  spent  with  you, 

So  to  you  G.H.S.  we'll  always  be  true." 
As  seniors  our  first  goal  was  to  edit  a  Gohisca  that  would  top  any  other  annual  published  before.  Of  course,  it  took  lots  of 
time  and  work,  but  it  was  worth  it  when  we  thought  of  the  precious  memories  it  would  hold  for  us.  After  the  annual  had  gone 
to  press  we  turned  to  the  dramatic  side  of  life  and  gave  our  Senior  class  play,  "John  Loves  Mary."  A  number  of  senior  activi- 
ties followed  this,  the  greatest  of  course  being  the  finale — Graduation.  And  as  we  walked  across  the  finish  line  that  night  in 
June  we  suddenly  realized  that  this  was  by  no  means  the  end,  but  merely  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  different  life — Yes,  we 
were  just  another  step  nearer  our  goal.
